Five Japs A re Hanged For 


Torture Execution Of Yanks 


Shanghai, April 22 (A*)—Glum- 
faced Maj. Gen. Masataka Kaburagi, 
former chief of staff of tile imperial 
Japanese 34th army, and four of Ills 
subordinates died on the gallows at 
Ward Road jail tills morning for 
their part in the torture parade and 
strangulation 
of 
three 
American 
fliers at Hankow in December, 1944 
This was the first execution of 
war criminals by Americans in the 
China theater. 
Besides Kaburago, those executed 
were Warrant Officer Tsutomu Fuji, 
Sgt. Major Shoezo Masui, Sgt. Koi- 
chi, Masuda, and Lance Corporal 
Yosaburo Shirakawa. 
The five were convicted of re­ 
sponsibility for the death of Lt. 
Lester R. White of Slickville, Pa., 
and Sergeants Henry Weaton of 
Milwaukee, and James E. Forbes, 
Jr., of East Hartford, Coml.—mem­ 
bers of a B-29 crew whose plane 
crashed In China. 
The trio—almost nude—was pa­ 


raded and beaten for three hours 
through the icy streets oi Hankow 
December 16, 1944, hi an attempt 
to arouse the hatred of the Chinese 
against the United States. They were 
beaten, strangled and thrown into 
a crematorium still alive. 
Kaburagi, who admitted approv­ 
ing the spectacle, testified in his 
trial that it was carried out in an 
effort to arouse public opinion suf­ 
ficiently for Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek to ask the United States 
to cease bombing the Hankow area. 
Fuji! supervised the killings and 
the other three men admitted pull­ 
ing tile cords with which the fliers 
were strangled. 
Col. Kame JI Fukomoto, who com­ 
manded the feared Hankow gendar­ 
merie which carried out the atrocity, 
was sentenced to life imprisonment 
and 
ll 
other Japanese received 
terms ranging from 18 months to 
20 years in connection with the 
crimes.
